SHAMEFUL HUMILIATION. 


For the first time in the history of 


oar country tbat any party has de- 
clared against the control ot oar owe 
domestic affairs, the Republican party 
In its platform of 1896, made such 
declaration. The platform says tbat 
the party "is opposed to the free coin 
n^e ot silver, except by international 
agreement with the leading commer- 
cial nations of the world, which we 
pledge ourselves to promote, and until 
sach agreement can be obtained the 
existing gold standard must be pre- 
setted." 


If the American people are a nation 


in all other respects, why are they noi 
in respect to their money? 
What 


foreign nation, great or small, is pro- 
claiming to the world its inability to 
regulate its financial policy without 
the aid ot other nations? Not one. 
Toe United States is the only nation 
to-day asking foreign powers to frame 
oar financial laws. If Europe is to 
dictate our money, why not let it die 
tate all of oar other laws, customs and 
religion? "Why net ask it what form 
ot gorernment we muse Lave, and beg 
it to make oar penal statutes and di- 
vorce laws? Shame upon the party 
which would Bubjeot onr people to 
each humiliation. 


Bat that policy will not win in the 


long ran. The people will not consent 
They have enjoyed the blessings ol 
liberty too long to let England control 
oar financial or any other policy. 
Foreign nations shall not dictate our 
law. We will legislate for ourselves, 
The people, independent of politics 
are not in favor of the British policy 
as advocated by the Republican party 
If it is wrong for the United States to 
take fifty cents worth of silver anc 
stamp it "one dollar," it would be 
equally so if other nations aided us in 
doing it. It would be doing interna 
tionally what the Republicans con 
demo the Democratic party for doing 
nationally. It is time for the people 
to lay aside their party fealty and vote 
for principle. 
Every man 
should 


study the financial question with t 
sincere deeire to arrive at the truth 
and when satisfied tbat his party is 
wrong on this great questioa, which 
vitally effects the welfare and happi- 
ness of man, he ought to muster the 
moral courage to vote his honest senti- 
ments. Let every honest voter reflect 
upon the fact that the Republican 
party would be governed by the intir- 
ests of other nations rather than oar 
own on the financial question, and, in 
our opinion, the conclusion in that 
matter will carry with it the conviction 
that the party named is wrong all the 
way through in its monetary policy, 
and especially in its advocacy of a 
gold standard.

Calling a Han a Liar. 


In Texas the legislature is asked to 


pass a liar's bill and has the same un- 
der consideration. If it becomes a Uw, 
proof that a man has been called a Liar 
will be sufflnient defense in an assault 
and battery case. It simply means 
that if a man is beat almost to death 
for calling another a liar the courts 
must decide that he deserved it and 
more besides. In Kentucky it is pun- 
ishable by a fine of $20 to call a man a 
liar; some enjoy it enough to pay that. 
A Kentucky judge calls a lie the first 
blow. In Virginia the fine is $20 when 
the abused man has not whipped his 
detractor. Georgia makes It an im- 
prisonment for one year or a fine of 
$1,000 or both unless the lie IB clearly 
proven. In Arkansas it Is a finable of- 
fense. In Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Alabama it is an offense which 
will bring punishments of fines and 
Imprisonments, but generally results 
in killing and the court saying, 
"Served 'm right." 


In Reno when a man calls another a 


liar it generally results in a mutual 
explanation, supplemented by the ac- 
cuser and accused taking a drink to- 
gether. This ia much better than the 
Carson rule, which is the retort, "You're 
another," making the matter a draw, 
but without restoring the friendly feel- 
ing and sociability resulting from the 
Reno custom. 


A STUDENT ENTERPRISE. 


The First Issue of the "Artemisia" to 


be Published Soon. 


The members of the Junior and 


Senior classes at the State University 
are preparing the first edition of a col- 
lege annual. The book-will be named 
the "Artemisia," artemisia being the 
botanical term for sagebrush. It will 
contain about 150 pagea and will be 
bound in the best possible manner in 
blue cloth, the college color. 


Twenty full page half-tone pic- 


tures of cadet life, fraternity, instru- 
mental clubs, etc., and also fifteen foil 
page etchings treating of the social, 
humorous and other phases of life at 
the State University, will add to tbe 
beauty of the book. A large number 
of smaller half-tones taken from pho- 
tographs, and caricatures and sketches 
will be freely interspersed through the 
pages. 


Lester R. Merrill, who was last year 


a student at the University, but who 
left to take a course at Hopkins' Art 
Institute, hae contributed the greater 
number of etchings and sketches.

Merrill has been employed by tbe 
"Artemisia" staff to assist in arranging 
the multitude of pictures and to draw 
others to be Introduced where needed.
